Minister  Gaglardi  this  week  remove 
the  uncertainty  which  has  existed  regard- 
ing construction  of  Victoria's  new  Island 
Highway  outlet.  Both  relate  to  the  second 
section  of  the  projected  new  road;  and 
although  there  may  he  objection  from 
some  commercial  interests,  both  should 
meet  the  requirements  of  all  those  who 
believe  that  the  new'  highway  should  ful- 
fill the  chief  purposes  of  a modem  express 
highway,  which  are  to  keep  arterial 
traffic  moving  swiftly,  safely  and  without 
the  congestion  that  is  inevitable  when 
local  development  Is  allowed  to  crowd 
the  margins. 

The  minister’s  first  announcement  was 
that  the  route  now  definitely  chosen  for 
the  second  section  is  that  cutting  through 
on  an  almost  direct  line  from  Parsons 
Bridge,  south  of  Thetis  Lake  to  Langford 
Lake.  The  main  advantage  of  this  route, 
about  which  there  has  been  much  contro 
versy,  is  that  it  lies  through  undeveloped 
territory,  providing  a wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  avoid  built-up  areas  and  con- 
gested intersections.  It  was  on  that  score 
that  most  of  the  objection  to  the  Thetis 
Lake  mute  was  registered,  by  owners  of 
auto  courts  and  other  businesses  whose 
premises  would  he  by-passed.  That,  how- 
ever. is  one  of  the  hazards  of  business  on 
the  edge  of  any  highway.  There  would 
he  small  point  In  allocating  millions  of 
dollars  to  bring  main  arteries  up  to 
modem  needs  if  local  considerations  had 
to  be  given  priority  over  the  requirements 
of  express  traffic. 

For  the  same  reason  there  would  be 
little  advantage  in  constructing  a high- 


way on  a new  route  if  commercial  enter- 
prises were  allowed  indiscriminately  to 
build  alongside  it.  This  is  the  important 
consideration  behind  Mr.  Gaglardi  s sec- 
ond announcement:  that  a bill  to  curb 
"ribbon  development"  along  the  new 
Island  Highway  will  tie  introduced  in  the 
legislature;  and  that  motorists  looking  for 
accommodation  will  be  directed  by  means 
of  sigas  to  the  facilities  offered  along  the 
route  of  the  old  highway.  This  seems  io 
answer  the  objections  of  existing  tourist 
businesses  that  will  be  by-passed,  since 
they  are  assured  that  no  one  will  be  able 
to  start  up  in  competition  with  them  in 
preferred  locations  on  the  line  of  the  new 
highway.  . . 

Legislation  against  ribbon  develop- 
ment on  new  arteries  was  contemplated 
by  the  late  Mr.  E.  C.  Carson  when  he  was 
minister  of  public  works,  but  there  was 
a change  of  government  before  he  could 
put  his  plans  into  effect.  His  view,  appar- 
ently shared  by  the  Social  Credit  govern- 
ment. was  that  the  heavy  Investment  in 
highways  made  on  behalf  of  the  taxpayers 
of  the  province  as  a whole  required  such 
protection;  otherwise  new  arteries  built  nt 
enormous  expense  would  always  be  in 
danger  of  degenerating  into  mere  local 
roads  If  allowed  to  lie  hemmed  in  by 
housing  and  commercial  development.  If 
the  bill  promised  by  Mr.  Gaglardi  goes 
through,  it  will  become  the  first  statute 
in  British  Columbia  and  probably  one  of 
the  first  in  Canada  to  control  ribbon  de- 
velopment. now'  widely  recognized  as  one 
of  the  worst  problems  wherever  new 
express  highways  are  built.  The  govern- 
ment Is  to  be  commended  on  taking  this 
long-sighted  view.

Nanaimo  Train  Ferry 


rT^HE  plans  of  steamship  companies  have 
i to  be  laid  well  In  advance,  and  are 
binding  when  they  reach  the  keel-laying 
stage.  For  that  reason  while  the  ajvard 
of  an  overseas  construction  contract  for 
a $4,000,000  railway  ferry-automobile- 
passenger  vessel  to  ply  between  Vancou- 
ver and  Nanaimo  under  the  houseflag  of 
the  C.P.R.  is  important  news  for  Vancou- 
ver Island,  it  also  evokes  the  question  of 
what  plans  may  be  in  prospect  In  connec- 
tion with  the  future  replacement  of  ship- 
ping on  the  triangle  run  covering  Victoria- 
Vancouver-Seattk*.  As  a short  waterhaul 
to  Vancouver  Island,  the  Vancouver* 
Nanaimo  connection  is,  of  course.  In  a 
place  hy  Itself.  That  leaves  Victoria, 
however,  on  the  end  of  a shuttle  and  not 
at  Its  centre. 

Disregarding  the  status  of  the  capital 
city  and  its  much  heavier  population. 
Victoria  is  certainly  not  receiving  special 
consideration  in  this  latest  announcement 
of  tonnage  const  motion.  Nanaimo  today 
has  a far  more  frequent  ferry  service  for 
both  passengers  and  automobiles  than  is 
available  here.  The  new  train  ferry  will, 


as  we  say,  be  vert,'  useful  to  all  of  Van- 
couver Island.  So.  too,  would  be  some 
plans  for  future  vessels  to  maintain  the 
original  character  and  status  of  ihe  tri- 
angle run.  and  a permanent  replacement 
ship  for  the  former  Sa.  Maquinna.  There 
is  quite  a lot  of  Vancouver  Island.  In 
length  and  breadth  and  it  does  not  all 
centre  nt  Nanaimo. 

There  Is  a considerable  difference 
between  direct  mainline  service  to  the 
capital  city  of  British  Columbia,  and  a 
shunt  or  relay  service  via  another  point 
some  80  miles  away.  Other  short-haul 
ferries,  although  International  in  their 
scope  and  usefulness,  do  not  take  the  place 
of  what  used  to  he  one  of  the  world’s  lead- 
ing examples  of  first-class  inland  water 
transport  as  exemplified  on  the  older  and 
tourist-popular  triangle  route..  Is  it  the 
intention  of  the  charter  holders  to  allow' 
this  service  to  languish* Yor  lack  of  ordered 
replacement  tonnage,  or  will  It  some  day 
he  restored  to  what  It  used  to  he  hefore 
the  hard  toll  of  two  world  conflicts  on 
C.P.R.  fleets’  We  have  already  lost  the 
trans-Pacific  Empresses  afloat. 


Waterfront  Risk 


rtE  need  of  a fireboat  In  Victoria 
harbor,  with  its  miles  of  wooden  piers 
and  considerable  gasometer  storage,  has 
been  apparent  for  a good  many  years. 
The  burnt -out  tanker  Argus,  which 
created  a serious  threat  to  Vancouver’s 
waterfront  this  week,  was  actually  sched- 
uled to  arrive  In  Victoria  next.  Had  that 
outbreak  of  fire,  with  Its  constant  threat 
of  a major  explosion  from  her  storage 
tanks,  taken  place  here  there  would  be 
few  to  argue  that  a fireboat  was  either 
an  extravagance  or  unneeded.  The  real 
difficulty  is  to  secure  a suitable  vessel, 
equip  It  and  keep  it  In  commission,  with 
the  funds  that  would  require. 

His  Worship  the  Mayor  is  on  sound 
ground  when  he  revives  this  Issue.  If 
a way  can  be  found  of  sharing  fireboat 
service  with  civilian  defense  or  other 
agencies  some  of  the  costs  In  the  venture 
would  be  lowered  by  being  shared.  On 
land  Victoria  has  a first-class  fire  pre- 
vention system,  with  adequate  water 
supply  and  a highly  trained  fire  fighting 
personnel.  Along  the  waterfront,  how- 


ever, it  Is  a sadly  different  story.  Those 
who  trust  to  the  emergency  of  a harbor- , 
front  fire  never  occurring  here  should 
study  what  took  place  at  Vancouver  this 
week.  The  same  burning  ship  could  as 
easily  have  lain  alongside  a Victoria 
wharf,  where  facilities  to  deal  with  her 
might  have  been  non-existent  or  negligible. 

One  Is  aware  that  finances  are  often 
a stumbling  block  to  civic  extensions  in 
these  days,  but  there  is  another  side  to 
that.  Can  Victoria  continue  to  neglert 
a plain  and  obvious  hazard,  one  which  for 
lark  of  reasonable  waterside  protection 
might  gut  the  main  industrial  section  of 
the  community’  A fireboat  Is  a direct 
form  of  Insurance,  just  as  much  as  the 
coverage  on  vessels,  wharves  and  dock- 
side  buildings.  A commissioned  vessel 
would  have  two  useful  services  to  give: 
first-hand  relief  with  fire  aboard  ship, 
and  help  from  the  blind-side  or  water 
approach  in  outbreaks  of  fire  rimming  the 
waterfront.  When  one  regards  the  mill- 
ions of  dollars  worth  of  prime  investment 
In  this  tidewater  area  the  risk  becomes 
plain.  Action  should  be  taken.

BARRING  unforeseen  develop- 

ments. a ceasefire  In  Korea  and 
a subsequent  truce  seem  to  be  a cer- 
tainty True,  the  cessation  of  hostili- 
ties will  put  an  end  to  the  heart- 
breaking casualty  list*;  hut  the  pop- 
ular notion  that  once  a truce  ha* 
b«en  achieved,  we  can  pick  up  our 
marbles  and  go  home  Is  naive  m n- 


The  sober  fact  is  that  a painfully 
large  slice  of  our  force*  and  sub- 
stance will  continue  to  be  tied  up  in 
and  near  Korea,  at  the  end  of  a 5.00D 
mile  limb.  Worse,  we  will  be  forced 
to  send  even  more  men  and  equip- 
ment despite  the  truce;  and  it  la 
clear  that  the  coat  of  thi*  bizarre 
"peace,*'  measured  in  dollars  and 
national  effort,  undoubtedly  will  be 
greater  than  the  cost  of  the  bizarre 
Korean  war. 

Th.-*e  are  unpleasant  farts,  but  I 
feel  that  the  American  public  should 
he  exposed  to  them  now.  since  they 
are  bound  to  learn  them  the  hard 
way.  anyhow,  after  an  armistice- 
just  as  the  American  public  learned 
the  hard  way  that  the  Korean  conflict 
was  a real  war  and  not  Just  a police 
action,  as  the  people  were  made  to 
believe  at  the  time.  Those  of  us  who

weak  everywhere,  and  by  obliging  u* 
to  support  the»e  distant  outposts  at 
the  end  of  thousands  of  mites  of  sup- 
ply lines,  he  undermines  our  econ- 
omy. 

His  second  objective  is  to  maintain 
an  Insuperable  ground  army  'in  be- 
ing.  barked  by  a gigantic  tactical  air 
force,  to  guarantee  his  dominant  po- 
sition on  the  Eurasian  continent.
